Councilor Gauvin moved and Councilor Bissonnette seconded 1o approve the above listed
Town Council minutes. Motion Passed 7-0

5. Receive and review correspondence and documents
a. Downeast Transportation Ridership Report — May 2019 - Noted.

6. Ordinances to Consider/Introduce
a. Second Reading — Appendix K, Sections 8.53, 13.4, 13.15.8.2, 15.5.1, and 11.6

Code Enforcement Officer Jeff Hammond approached the Council and explained various
revisions to Appendix K of the Town Code that include school listing corrections, changing
the size of parking spaces, adding criterion for the accessibility to properties, and deleting
redundant portions that are already listed in the schedule of fees.

7. Discussion Items {Manager Clarification and Direction, or Council Discussion and/or input on issues)
a. Single Use Plastic Bag Committee Report

Nancy Minnot, Donald White, Zoey Seigel, Lilly Therrien, and David Weeda all approached
the Council on behalf of the group of citizens looking to ban single use plastic bags in
Bucksport. They explained that Governor Mills has signed a bill into law that bans single use
plastic bags statewide. They further detailed some of the topics that they covered and learned
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throughout their year of work. The group thanked the Council for their time and encouraged
all in attendance to help better our environment.

b. Tim Emery Municipal Pool Condition & Options

Town Manager Lessard brought to the Council's atiention an issue pertaining to the Tim
Emery Municipal Pool. It has become evident that the pool is losing a substantial amount of
waier each day. She explained that this issue was known prior to this vear, and has in the past
been manageable. When the pool was filled this year, there were issues uncovered unrelated
to a leak such as structural failures. For many years the town has performed maintenance to
try and address the complications, but Town Manager Lessard reminded the Council that the
pool was built in the 1950°s. She further stated that due to these issues, the pool will not be

opening this year.

Economic Development Director Rich Rotella explained that the town has a Safety Committee
who inspected the pool last fall. When they inspected the pool then these issues weren't
present. They didn’t happen until water was put into the pool. Mr. Rotella commended Nick
Tymoczko, Operations Director of the Bucksport YMCA, and Peter Farragher, CEQ of the
Downeast Family YMCA, for their quick work in finding an immediate solution for swimming
lessons for children.

Myr. Farragher explained to the Council that it would cost roughly $150-8200k to replace the
pool.

It was explained that residents will be able to use Craig’s Pond as lifeguards from Bucksport
will be posted there. The town will be unable 1o bus individuals to this space due to liability

Issues.

Jean Mercer stated that she worked at the swimming pool for six years and the town has
benefitted greatly having this pool. She would like to see an indoor pool but is unsure if the
town could sustain it.

Renee Poloskis stated that her family moved here in 2005. During the summer months, her
family uses the pool almost daily. She stated that having an indoor municipal pool would be
beneficial for everyone and that membership could pay for the pool. She further stated that it
would give residents something to do during the winter.

Mart Polaskis stated that there is a cost to opening and closing an outdoor pool each year. He
explained that once an indoor pool is up and running, it's more easily sustained. He stated
that an indoor pool would drive people to our community.

Ashton Gourley stated that his daughter participates regularly in the YMCA programs and
that the pool needs to be replaced, whether it be indoor or outdoor.

Katy Eberhardt stated that the pool need to be rebuilt, and that the community needs to be
involved in the decision.
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Councilor Kee stated that an indoor pool would impact the entire community and has a broad
appeal. He further stated that the town has money in the reserves which would help offset the
coslt.

Councilor Carmichael stated that the town needs 10 receive estimates as to how much it would
cost to rebuild the pool as it is and to how much it would cost to build an indoor pool.

Town Manager Lessard dealt with this first-hand in 1994 when she was the Town Manager
Jor the Town of Hampden. At that time, the cost of building an indoor municipal pool was $1
million. The annual operations cost was close to $400k per year. Town Manager Lessard
stated that it's not just a matter of heating the building, the water has to be heated as well,
and the building has to be staffed. She argued that there’s not a recreational pool anywhere
that can pay for itself without additional facilities such as fitness centers and programs. She
stated that if an indoor pool is built, there's no way not to add significant annual tax dollar
costs to the community,

Councilor Carmichael questioned whether or not there are still children in the communiry
who walk to the pool.

Councilor Bissonnette stated that bringing kids to the pool via automobile is more common
now than when he was younger. He further stated that the municipal pool in Bucksport is a
large part of the community. Councilor Bissonnette stated that he is firmly in favor of
replacing the town pool.

Councilor Gauvin stated that $200k seemed much more feasible than $1 million. Councilor
Gauvin would also vote today to start construction on rebuilding the pool,

Councilor Eastman questioned whether or not there is any option in allowing swimming on
Silver Lake.

Town Manager Lessard stated that there seems to be consensus among the Council to look
into options for a new pool — whether it be indoor or owtdoor. She stated that the cost of
building an indoor pool is easier to quantify in a short space of time due to various
communities around us currently undertaking such a project. The cost for rebuilding the
current pool will take more time to gather.

Mayor Stewari stated that indoor pool isn 't feasible and that residents have enough options
locally.

Councilor Gauvin moved and Councilor Ormsby seconded to authorize Town Manager
Lessard to obtain a Request for Proposal for rebuilding the pool. Motion Passed 7-0

¢. Report on Green Lawsuit Status

Town Manager Lessard explained that she spent all of Tuesday in Superior Court for the
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Green Lawsuit. The judge has allowed both sides three weeks to submit a five page post
hearing brief.

Infrastructure/Economic Development Committee Update

Councilor Eastman stated that the Economic Development Committee went over a TIF
proposal submitted by Whole Oceans.

Councilor Carmichael stated that the Infrastructure Committee discussed a connect project
request to Silver Lake Trails, to which the committee recommended to the Council to do. The
commiltee also discussed a request for more cigaretie disposal receptables on Main Street,
Town Manager Lessard will be looking into what actions to take in regards to signage and
communication to the public.

The academy starts on July 29"
and they will graduate November 27, There is a lot of hard work that goes into this in
order to make it into the academy. A job well done by both of you and we wish you luck.

1 would like to take this opportunity to remind everyone in the town that Hands
Free driving has become a real thing and takes effect in September. 1 realize that we are
going to be very busy with this the first month or so. I would ask that we all think of the
safety of others and let’s work together on this change and put our phones down while
driving, It is dangerous and now it is the law, let’s all work together to keep each other
safe.

I was asked to be a member of the Beal College Curriculum advisory board this
month. This board is tasked to meet twice a year to review the curriculum for the college,
the first meeting is next month.

I attended the following meetings this month: Maine Chiefs Conference, Senior
March, Bucksport Graduation, Dare Graduation, Incoming Freshman meeting, Town
Pool meeting, Recreation Committee, Recreation Review Board, YMCA Board Meeting,
BACCC Board of Directors, Safety Committee, Fire Chief Interview Committee, Fire
Chiefs retirement, Maine Chiefs Finance Committee Stop Stick Training.

Aimee is our TAC and is in charge of our Metro Computer where we gef all of our
information on vehicles, people etc....and Jim is the IT guy that makes sure everything is
secure from the world, They both did a great job and this went well, we have a few
policies to look at and make a few additions to cover certain areas and that will put us up
to par.




I received a call from a citizen this month in reference to a job well done by
Sergeant David Winchester. The citizen was in a time of need and had no one to help her
and she advised me that Sergeant Winchester went above and beyond and spent the extra
time with her to help her when she had no one. She wanted to commend him on this and
make sure that I did the same.

Sergeant David Winchester:

This month, Sergeant Winchester attended his 3™ and final FB] LEEDA training
in South Portland. The FBI LEEDA program is a leadership training that consists of
three, one week training sessions. The trainings include Supervisor, Command and
Executive Leadership training sessions,

This training was attended by supervisors from across the country and Canada.
Sergeant Winchester was one of only two members of this training to obtain his “Trilogy
Award”, given to those who have completed all three aspects of FBI LEEDA.

Sergeant Winchester attended the Maine Criminal Justice Academy (MCJA)
physical fitness test and orientation with Officers Christopher Woodman and Gerald
Lowe. Both officers successfully completed the fitness test and will be attending the
MCIJA Basic Training Program in July.

He attended the Special Olympics parade at the University of Maine with other
members of the Blue Knights Law Enforcement motorcycle group. The parade was well
attended by members of the Law Enforcement and Fire Department members. As
always, the Special Olympians were the highlight of the day, as they enjoyed meeting
members of the public safety.

Sergeant Winchester conducted Bank Robbery training at the Camden National
Bank this month. Each year, he offers training for all financial institutions in Bucksport.
This is the 4™ year that he has offered this. The last 3 years he has completed the training
at al] of the branches in Bucksport.

He made 4 arrests this month including; Kevin Reed (51 of Bucksport), and David
Craig (38 of Bucksport) for outstanding warrants. Sarah Watt (40 of Penobscot) for
operating after suspension and an outstanding warrant, and Tara Thurlow (39 of
Bucksport) for violation of bail. He also issued criminal summonses to Heather Davis
(39 of Winterport) for operating after suspension and Travis Whittlesy (36 of Bucksport)
for possession of drug paraphemnalia.

He is working on several investigations, including: theft, drug violations, drug
offenses, sex offenses and assault.




Patrol:

The Patrol Division had 15 arrests, 20 citations and 194 warnings with a total of
289 violations. There were 491 CAD calls for police services this month. The Patrol
Division handled 16 motor vehicle accidents. 1have included a map containing the calls
for service with a direct address for the Police Department this month,

Officer Woodman had 77 violations, Sergeant Winchester 22 violations, ACO Joy
had 1 violation, Officer VanBuckiey had 13 violations, Officer Lowe had 110 violations,
Officer Schmidt had 25 violations, Officer Marcel had 3 violations, Officer Welch had 23
violations, Officer Bishop had 6 violations, Officer Findlay had 9 violations, and we had
3 parking problems this month. A partial list of complaints handled along with percentage
of time spent for the month are attached to this report.

The following are all calls for service that were handled this month. Officer
Woodman 63, Sergeant Winchester 33, ACO Joy 13, Officer VanBuckley 15, Officer
Marcel had 13, Officer Lowe 167, Officer Schmidt 64, Officer Findlay 73, Officer Welch
had 24, Chief Geagan 5, Officer Bishop 24.

As | stated earlier in my report, Officer Lowe and Officer Woodman will be
leaving us on the 29 and returning in November. We will be down two patrolman during
this period of time. We will however be replacing one of them for 18 weeks with Officer
Emie Fitch and we will be putting Officer Marcel into the other slot until they return. I
want to thank Officer Fitch for helping us out in a time of need and Officer Marcel for
assisting us with his schedule changes when needed.

The Department has six areas of crime that are reported each month to the
uniform crime reporting system. These areas cover; Criminal Homicide, Forcible Rape,
Robbery, Assault, Burglary and Theft. In the month of June we had 0 Criminal
Homicides, 0 Forcible Rape, and 0 Robbery, We had 4 assaults, 1 burglary, we had 4
thefts, 0 unfounded cases, we had a total of 9 reportable cases this month and we cleared
5. Cases can be cleared by an arrest or exceptional means. This means that the case was
solved in one form or another. Keep in mind that cases from previous months that we
clear will show up on this months report.

Dispatch:

In the month of June the Dispatch Center made 9019 radio log entries. A partial
list is attached to this report, this includes percentages. All of these calls are taken by the
dispatch and put into the computer aided dispatch system and dispatch to the appropriate
units. The dispatch center completed 90 burn permits this month, all of these include
meeting with individuals in the building to complete these; they completed O concealed
weapons permit. They also completed Court Work, Payroll, and Purchase Orders for
billing purposes along with answering all calls and greeting the public at the Public
Safety Building. There were several in person complaints this month along with 90 in
person burning permits that dispatch issues.. This department continues to be the lifeline
